The Eyening News Job Rooms

Washington, May 23.—Messrs. Fisch­ 
er, Wessels and Wolmarans, the three 
Boer envoys, who are now in this 
country, visited the white house at 
ten o’clock Tuesday morning, according 
to previous arrangement, to pay their 
respects to t^e president. No official 
statu s was given the visitors and they 
presented no credentials. 


The envoys were received in 
the 
blue parlor, no one being present but 
themselves, tjie president and Secre­ 
tary Cortelyou. At the first the con­ 
versation touched upon a variety of 
subjects. 
The Boers talked 
about 
Washington; told how tney admired 
t'he city and the president escorted 
them to the porch, at the rear of the 
executive mansion, where a splendid 
Tiew is obtainable of the Washington 
monument and the Potomac river. 
President Kruger’s name finally was 
mentioned and the visitors then stated 
their purpose in coming to this coun­ 
try. 
They said they unuerstood that 
w hat Secretary Hay told them Mon­ 
day was final and that the position of 
the United States was th at this coun­ 
try could not interfere in the present 
struggle in South Africa. 
The presi­ 
dent confirmed this view. 
He said 
that the action he took some time ago 
(when, at the request of the govern­ 
ment of the Transvaal th a t this gov­ 
ernm ent should intervene, he offered 
his good oflRces to England to bring 
about peace) he did with great pleas­ 
ure in the hope th a t it m ight possi­ 
bly bring the conflict to an end. This 
offer had been declined by Great Brit­ 
ain, and, ae said, there was nothing 
further th at the United States could 
do in the premises. 


The envoys intimated th at 
they 
were glad to feel they had friends in 
this country and then bade the presi­ 
dent good-by. 


The state department does not ex­ 
pect to have any further communica­ 
tion with the Boer delegation. 
Such 
interchange as occurred was purely 
unofficial, it is stated. 
If the Boer 
delegates had any credentials giving 
them an official status they failed to 
present them, or even to refer to them 
in the course of their talks with the 
officials. The only sign of the posses­ 
sion by them of diplomatic 
powers 
was the inscription on the cards pre­ 
sented by them, indicating th a t each 
one of the delegates had been sent 
out as a minister plenipotentiary by 
the Boer republics. It is surmised that 
if they have credentials 
conferring 
diplomatic power.s upon them the del­ 
egates have piirpo.'^^ely refrained from 
presenting 
iri order to avoid a 


dislocation of fheii* plans for the fu­ 
ture. 
Havinp- had rcjison to antici­ 
pate the deciinatio:! of the 
United 
States govem nent ‘u inliTvene is be­ 
half of thoir repu I-les. r d 
having 
thus faile l in the i ini ir; object of 
their mission to the L'-.'.'ted States, it 
is surmised thut the delegates 
re­ 
frained from endeavoring to establish 
a diplomatic character in order to re­ 
duce the liability to interruption in 
the propaganda they are about to con­ 
duct in the country at large. 


Although the United States govern­ 
m ent beyond doubt has the power to 
stop this propaganda at any point, 
and dismiss the delegates from the 
United States, it can be stated th at 
there is no likelihood of any sueh ac­ 
tion being taken so long as the agita­ 
tion is conducted by private individ­ 
uals. 
But. it is said at the state de­ 
partm ent, the precedent established 
in the case of Genet, the agent sent 
to this country by French revolution­ 
ists, would require the government 
peremptorily to stop the prosecution 
by fully accredited diplomatic agents 
of a belligerent nation of efforts to 
aid their cause within 
the 
United 
States 
through 
public 
demonstra­ 
tions.

delegates 
made a deep impression upon the otli- 
eials o f our goverinneut with whom 
they eanie in eoiitact Monday, and it is 
said tiuitltw as only the plain <U*mands 
of neutrality, as laid down Jii Secre­ 
tary Hay’s response to the Hoer re|>- 
resentations. that pr(“vented the re­ 
turn of an answer lhal would liave 
boon niuel) ni»jr(* .satisfaetorv to them. 
The delegates were tlisappoin1 ed 
at 
the iM*s[)onse made by Heeit'lary Hay, 
iraiieatinji' that up to tin* last 
mo­ 
ment they had eherisiuMl a ho[)e that 
1î;e r ni ted States gov(*rnnient would 
be fa\fjra!)ly moved.

Bay City, May 23.—The lonjf ex­ 
pected case, by which the cr nstitution« 
ality of the Micbifi'an 
beet 
sugar 
bounty law is to be tested has been 
brought, and the supreme court has 
irranted the order asked for by the 
Michigan Sugar Co., of Bay City, re­ 
quiring the auditor-general to show 
cause why a mandamus should not is­ 
sue to compel him to pay the company 
the bounty it claims for sugar manu­ 
factured In 1898. The legislature of 
1808 enacted the beet sugar bounty 
law, by which a bounty of 1 per cent 
per pound was offered for seven years. 
The same law appropriated 110,000 for 
the payment of bounty earned in 1897 
and 1898. 
The auditor-general paid 
the bounty until the sum appropriated 
had been ez-jausted, and after that 
time the company earned a further 
bounty of 124,262.99, in 1898, and it is 
this sum that it now asks that the state 
be required to pay. 


Up to 1899 the Michigan Sugar Co. 
was the only concern manufacturing 
beet sugar in Michigan. Last year nine 
factories were in operation, and they 
earned a total bounty of nearly $350,- 
OW. While the Michigan Sugar Co. is 
the only concern mentioned in this liti­ 
gation, and It asks only for the balance 
of the bounty earned in 1898, it is un­ 
derstood that all the companies are 
back of the litigation and that the de­ 
cision in this case will 
detiermlno 


i 
jther their claims for the bounty on 
^dt year’s output is valid or not. 


The petition of the Michigan Sugar 
company shows that the legislature of 
1899, while it failed to enact a law ap­ 
propriating money for the payment of 
bounty for sugar manufactured in 1899, 
did appropriate in the general purpose 
bill, 142,714.06, for*‘beet sugar bounty- 
excess of earned bounty over tax," so 
thaw money for the payment of the ex­ 
cess bounty claimed for 1898 was actu­ 
ally appropriated, the tax spread and 
collected and the money Is now in the 
etc, 
treasury. The company, there­ 
fore, asks for a mandamus to compel 
the auditor-general to issue his war- 
*rant on the state treasurer for the 
•mount of its claim. The company 
«laims not only that the bounty act of 
,1897 is valid, but that it is unnecessary 
to determine whether It is or not in 
order to entitle it to the relief prayed 
for. 


The brief of T. A. E. and J. 0. Wea- 
dock, attorneys for the company, say 
that the people of Michigan, under­ 
standing the great benefits to be de­ 
rived from the establishment of the 
beet sugar industry in the state, and 
appreciating the fact that it was an ex­ 
periment that would be costly to those 
who might engage in it, passed the 
bounty law of 1897. The history of 
France and Germany develops the fact 
that nowhere has the business been 
organized and carried on without the 
at^ Qf public bounty. 


Elaphasis is put on the claim that the 
compensation provided for by the act 
is not a gift. The company says it 
would never have been organized and 
its money would never have been ex­ 
pended, save in reliance upon the act 
In question. 


The company’s attorneys say that 
the theory upon which the sugar act 
is attacked is that the purposes for 
which the money is paid are private 
and not public, but they maintain that 
this theory cannot be sustained. It is 
admitted that the money, when paid, 
goes to private individuals, but claimed 
that It is onlv to recompense them for 
money already expended and services 
already performed, which was for the 
benefit of all alike. The point is made 
that money paia by the state to its 
soldiers, the payment of which has 
been sustained by the courts, weot to 
the individuals, but that it was in com­ 
pensation for the brain, ability, labor 
and risk employed and undertaken for 
the benefitof all. 


The answer of the auditor-general 
will be prepared by Attorney General 
Orea, who is understood to have long 
since reached the conclusion that the 
bounty act is UBconstitutional.

fail to see how I could make a canvass, 
or, in the event of election, what t?ood 
could come of it.”
